Be dealrea that there ihould be 
no cheek on any .mlatakea he may make In the 
future and ha admlta that be la operating under 
a trial and error method ainee he la ea p lo rln g 
new fielda and trying out new theoriea Mr. Bene¬ 
dict doaa not like what la propoted affecting the 
powara of the Supreme Court and aaya: 

“Mr. Rooaevelt'a term will expire In IMl and 
ha haa already expreaaed a determination not to 
run agaliL Who wQl auecaed him no one knows. 
Perhapa It will be a man who would exercise hla 
authority with the same wisdom and skill—per¬ 
haps not. Hareln lies the danger. Somewhere 
along tha line of future Preaidenta might come 
that Individual who would abuse this broad 
authority to the further subordination of the 
leglalatlve and Judicial branches of the govern¬ 
ment and the consequent rise of dictatorship- 
making robots of os aU.

CKEATINO COLORS 


A GREAT SCIENTIST 


It Is said that there are 100MO,000 distinguish¬ 
able colors and only 500 color names. The pro¬ 
duction of new colora la one of the fads of the 
age. Even the poultry farmer la Interested, and 
tha British Ministry of Agriculture haa Issued a 
bulletin on the right shades to be attached to 
the ban’s egg. Hiat la no longer a matter for 
the ben alone. ’The bulletin la concerned with 
tha complexion of the yolk, not the shades of 
the shell. ’The rich yellow yolk which housewives 
want la produced ^ appropriate foodstuffs on 
the poultry farm. Clover gives a medium-orange 
red; beetroot a darker shade still. It may be poa- 
slble In time to have the color of the yolk marked 
on tbe sheila so that egga can be sel ec t ed for 
whatever kind of omelette la required. ’Ilia Man¬ 
chester Guardian says that a Coronation piano 
baa been made with red, white and blue keys, 
and suggests there should be a Coroiutlon egg 
with a yolk like the Union JscE 


Dr. Ellhu ’Thomson, who died recently at 
Swampacott, Massachuaetta, will ba rated by his¬ 
tory as one of the great aclentlsta of this age. 
Ha was a pioneer in electrical development, and 
although hla discoveries were not aa spectacular 
as those of ’Thomas A. Edison, hla many mven- 
tlons—he held 100 patents—vastly furthered the 
physical progress of humanity. Outside bis 
favorite realm of electricity hla inventive genius 
roamed over a wida area and left Its mark In 
many fielda Tlie cream separator on thg><arm. 
the centrifuge In the biological laboratory, the 
fused quarts mirror of the astronomical observ¬ 
atory, tha electric welding machine In the work¬ 
shop are hla products 

In the field of etectrleal development The New 
York Times aacrlbee to Dr. ’Thomson the repul¬ 
sion type of Induction eiactric motor, tbe mag¬ 
netic blow-out principle In lightning arresters 
and electric switches the oU-cooled type of 
transformer, the constant current transformer 
and the modern process of commercially treating 
fused quarts Hla resistance method of eleetrlc 
welding baa been In use for fifty years Aa early 
aa 1175 be demonstrated tha transmlaalon of 
signals without wires—more than ten years be¬ 
fore Hertd In Germany discovered the electro¬ 
magnetic waves ot radio. He invented the llrR 
practical watt meter. 

The breadth of Dr. Thomson's gifts Is shown 
In hla having been tbe only aclenllst In the world 
to be awarded all three of the great prises ot 
the Rngllah scientific and engi neer i n g world, the 
Hughes medal, tha Kelvin medal and the Far¬ 
aday medal Gn hla eightieth birthday In 1953 
dUs eiiiofiiim was gald of him by jDt. Karl T. 
Compton: “More ttuui any man now living, or. 
In tact, more than any man In history. Professor 
Thomson haa combined in a remarkable way the 
eesistnietive powers at the inventor, tha thor¬ 
oughness and soundness of the man of science 
and the kindly balance ot the Meal phl l oeepher, 
taacher and friend.* Of a surety, among the 
eentenarlea to be observed in 5037 AT), will be 
that of Ellhu Thomson.
